Leaders Quit Soldiers and 

Workmen’s Council; 
Too Radical. 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 19.—The provi- 
sional government of the Republic of 
Russia faced perils from two new sources 
today. 

One was the radicals, who have gained 
control of the council of soldiers and 
workmen, and the council of peasants. 
The other was the Cossacks. 

While Premier Kerensky was at the 
main headquarters, striving to place the 
army on a fighting basis, the two new 
perils suddenly broke forth. 


Council’s Leaders 

The entire bureau of the council of 
soldiers and workmen—the chief officers, 
the mien who have linked the govern- 
ment with the council, and have held 
Many important cabinet places during 
the stormy revolutionary period—re- 
Signed because they would not accept 
the mandates of the extremists in the 
council. These extremists had demand- 
ed, through an indorsement of the reso- 
lutions of the Maximalists, that the pow- 
er of ruling the republic should be as- 
sumed immediately by the council of 
soldiers and workmen, acting with the 
council of peasants. 


Cossacks Send Petition. 
Among those who handed in their 
resignations were President Tscheidse, 
Vice Presidents Annismoff and Gotz, 
and MM. Skobeleff, Tseretelli, and 
Tchernoff. 

It was these leaders who, after sev- 
eral stormy sessions, induced the execu- 
tive committees of the soviet and the 
peasants to accept Premier Kerensky's 
plan for a cabinet of five and the imme- 
diate proclamation of a republic. 

Whether the Cossack situation will 
become serious depends upon the action 
of the government in a petition from 
Cossack officers requesting that the order 
for the arrest of Gen. Kaledines, hetman 
of the Cossacks, be countermeanted, ; 


“Will Go with Kaledines.“ 
The feelings of the Cossacks was ex- 
pressed by Under Ataman Bogasensky 
in the Cossacks’ council at Novo-Tcher- 
kask today. He said the Cossack leaders 
were trying to restrain the passions of 
their men, and then added dramatically:

When Kormiloff’s rebellion menaced 
Petrograd, Premier Kerensky, searching 
for defenders, released and armed the 
Kronstadt sailors and workmen who last 
July terrorized the city. He hoped to 
send these men against the rebels. 


Wild Excesses of Joy. 


They instantly assumed control of the 
city’s streets. Great motor trucks loaded 


with the terrorists of July roamed about 
the city unhampered. 

Kerensky in the Winter palace was to 
all intents and purposes a prisoner. Ont- 
side his door, on the streets nearby, and 
all through the city they rejoiced in the 
wildest excesses of joy. They sang and 
danced deliriously. All semblance of or- 
der in the city disappeared. 

That was on Friday. On the same 
night the same type of Bolsheviki or 
Maximali fanatics assumed control of 
the workmen's and soldiers’ council at 
Petrograd. 


Tried to Impose Peace.

New high record prices were made at 
Chicago yesterday when corn fed beeves 
reached $17.90, distillers sold up to $17.60, 
and yearling steers reached $17.50. Firm- 
ness in the market was confined to the 
best offerings, however, and the general 
run of fresh receipts cleared at a decline 
of 180 from previous figures. Calves 
were steady, with prime vealers at 
$16.00@16. 25. 

Hog prices were unchanged to 5c high- 
er. Receipts were posted at 14.000 head. | 
Top sales were made at $18.75, and the 
bulk at $17.50@18.65. Pigs were strong. 
with best heavyweights at $17.25. Trade 
was slow and about 4,500 hogs were left 
unsold at the finish. 

Sheep and lambs sold on a strong 
basis, but showed little change. City 
butchers paid up to $18.35 for native 
lambs, while packers bought none high- 
er than $18.25. Western lambs reached 

$18.50, with féeders paying up to $18.60
